OTTAWA, Ont., Oct, 16.—An orat- 
@rical duel between two ex-minieters 
of finance—Sir Thomas White and 
Hon, W. S. Fiexing—featured the 
continued debate on the Grand Trunk 
resolution in the commons today. Sir 
Thomas ied off and was replied to by 
Mr. Fielding. after which Hon. Arthur 
Meighen was heamd from again in 
reply to criticisms made of the gov- 
ernment's proposals by the members 
for Queens-Shelburne. 

Sir Thomas traced the history of 
frailway construction in Canada aince 
191, deciaring that Moth political 
parties were to blame for duplication 
of railway lines. 

He approved of the government 
Plan, because it was in line with the 
findings of the Drayton-Ackworth re- 
port, which had recommended the 
taking over of the Canadian Northern, 
Grand Trunk, and Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic systems and their conversion into 
@ national transcontinetal system in 
competition with the Canadian Pacific 
radiway,

The collective bargaining resolution, 
providing for an endorsement of the 
right of wage earners to negotiate with 
their employers through “representa~ 
tives of their own choosing,” was re- 

orted to the conference, when it met 
at 2.30 o'clock this afternoon with the 
approval of all of the public and labor 
delegates in the comm ttee, but op- 
posed by the representatives of capital. 

Fall Dissolution. 

Realizing that the conference faced 
the likelihood of dissolution unless an 
agreement could be reached on the 
issue of. collective bargaining, mem- 
bers of the public group directed elo- 
quent appeals to the employers, in an 
stiert to win them over to the resolu- 
tion. 


Frank Morrison, taking up the issue 
for the labor delegates, defied the em- 
ployers with the challenge that they 
could not deny nor interfere with “the 
right of bargaining through chosen 
representatives,” which, he said, had 
been acknowledged by such govern- 
mental agencies as the war labor 
boards and the railroad administra- 
tion and was accepted generally in 
Great Britain, Germany and other 
countries. : 

The arguments of the public and 
jabor delegates were countered by F. 
YP. Fish, of Boston, chairman of tho 
national industrial board, with a de- 
fence of the open shop and an insist- 
ence that the correct place to work out 
relations between employer and work- 
ers was in the individual establish- 
ment. He concluded his argument by 
presenting a motion that the resolu- 
tion be referred back to the central 
committee, but adjournment time 
came before a vote could be taken,

Plans Laid to Bring League into 
Existence Before United 
States Ratifies | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—While no 
official declaration can be made in 
advance of the action of the senate on 
the treaty of Versaliiles, it was learned 
unofficially that plans were laid for 
bringing in the league of nations into 
existence almost immediately upon 
the publication in Paris of the ratifica- 
tion by France, Great Britain, Italy 
and Germany, which will put it into 
force. 

Although the;United States cannot 
participate in the initial stages of the 
league's work, it is understood that 
the decision has Leen reached to have 
President Wilson issue a call for the 
first meeting of the council of tlre 
league within the fifteen day period 
provided in the treaty for the appoint- 
ment by the council of three members 
of the commission which Is to deter- 
mine the boundary of the Saar basin.

LLOYD GEORGE 
URGES GREATER 
PRODUCTIVITY 


Give Germany Chance to Live 
Decent, Peaceful and Honor- 
able, Says Premier 


LONDON, Oct. 16.—In a speech to- 
Inight at Sheffiet, Premier Lloyd 
|George urged the need of gregter 
productivity on the part of the na- 
tion. He pointed out that the national 
debt wae nearly eight billion pounds. 
He said wages had goubied, the hours 
of work were curtailed and the stand- 
ard of living was higher than ever, 
but thiat that standard should not be 
preserved by a concourse of tribunals 
or the decisions of labor conference. 

The premier called upon Briush 
people to see that the peace was a 
real pence, 

‘Tt is mot the British habit,” he 
said, “to nag, harry, intuit and tramp 
a bleeding foe. So jong as Germany 
conforms to the conditions we have 
laid down, we must give her a clear 
chance te lead a decent, peaceable and 
honorable existence, 


LORD MAYOR THINKS 
SINN FEINERS ARE 
HARSHLY TREATED 


DUBLIN, Oct. 16.—The lord mayor, 
Laurence O'Neill, alarmed at the con- 
dition of imprisoned Sinn  Feinera, 
who, he says, are “near death's door” 
from their hunger atrike, today sent 
a@ letter to Sir Ian MacPherson, chiet 
secretary of Ireland, asking that they 
be given decent treatment in prison. 
After recalling the death in Mount 
Joy prison in 1917 of Thomag Avhe, 
the lord mayor concluded: 

“IT am sure that a repetition of 
such an occurrence is not desired. 
Consequently I put it up to you to 
have the terms come to by your pre- 
decessors regarding the theaty ‘of 
political prisoners carried out.”

LONDON, Oct. 16.—The text of the} 
note of the supreme council inviting | 
Germany to participate in the block- 
ade of Russia as published by the 
Berlin Tageblatt and reprinted by the) 
Daily Herald, shows that Sweden, Nor- | 
way, Denmark, Holland, Finland, | 
Spain, Switzerland, Mexico, Chile, Ar- 
gentine, Colombia and Venezules have 
been invited to initiate measures to 
prevent their nationals from engaging 
{in any trade whatever with Bolshovik | 
Russia. The measures are thus enum-/ 
erated: 

(1) Refusal of permission to sail to 
every ship bound for a Russian Bol- 
shevik port and the closing of all ports 
to ships from Bolshevik ports. 

(2) Similar regulations to be adopt- 
ed with regard to all goods destined, 
for Russian ports by another route. | 

(3) Passports will be refused to all) 
persons, to or from Bolshevik Russia. | 
Isolated exceptions may be made by 
agreement of the allied and associated | 
powers. 

(4) Measures will be taken,to hin- 
der bankers from granting c¥dit to 


commercial undertakings in Bolshe- | 
vik Russia. 

(5) Every government will refuse, 
its nationals any facilities of inter- 


course with Bolshevik Russia, whether 
by post or wireless telegraph, 
Marshal Foch added the following 
instructions: | 
“Inform the German government 
that the British and French men-of- 
war in the Gulf of Finland will con- 
tinue to blockade Bolshevik ports and | 
detain from the moment they come 
in sight, any ships bound for Bolshe- | 
vik ports.” } 
The preamble to the note declares 
that the open enmity of the Bolshe- 
viks is directed against all govern-! 
ments and that programe of Interna- 
tional evolution circulated by them! 
constitute a grave danger to the na- 
tional security of all the powers.

TO SOLDIERS IN 
DIRE NEED ONLY 


| This Seems to Be Line on Which 


| Re-establishment Committee 
Will Report 


Ottawa, Oct. 16.—Tt is now expected 
that the #peciar committer on civil 
re-establishment will be in a position 
to place ite report in the hands of Par- 
liament by about next Tuesday or 
Wednesday. The last witnesses were 
heard this morning and the committee 
then resumed its deliberations which 
have been under way since dhe be- 
ginning of this week. ¥ 

It is understood that good progress 
{is ‘being inade and that the considera- 
tlon of all the evidence before the 
committee will be completed about the 
end of the week. There will then ‘be 
two or three days for drafting and 
jrevising the report to be presented. 

Previous forecasts as to the con- 
tents of this, report appear likely to 
be well borne out. J’rom present in- 
dications it appears likely that while 
no blanket gratulty extension will be 
lurged, thete is to tbe provision for 
extension of aid to especial needy cases, 
so that no veteran will euffer hard- 
ships during the coming winter. 

Vocational training, it was pointed 
out at the inquiry, is in many caseg, 
too brief to be satisfactory and it is 
expecied that the committee will re- 
commend that the length of course 
be left to the discretion of the vo- 
cational officers to a greater extent 
than heretofore, so that half compe- 
tent workmen will not be turned out. 

In regard to university students, 
it da-expected that they will be plac- 


ally trained men. It is suggested that 
a long term loan may be urged to 
leover thelr cases, with the provision 
that these mén will repay the govern- 
|Iment when they are re-established. 
For the ‘problem cases” it is under- 
etood there is a general feeling that 
something must be done to get these 
men ‘back to a norma! condition. Many 
fof them are not disabled and not elle

of Overseas Market 


“Trade with England te to be had in 
volume if Canadian manufacturers 
trouble themselves to secure it. Buf 
manufacturers must send accredited 
men to the market.centres, In other 
words they must get a@fter Britain's 
trade if they want to benefit as a re- 
suit.” The speaker wag Harrison Wat- 
eon, Dominion trade commissioner 
with headquarters in London, Eng- 
land, who is a visitor in Edmonton 
in the course of a tour of ail the prin- 
cipal cities in the Dominion. 

Canada’s exports of grain and 

Gairy products will always be large 
but in the manufactured lines of other 
goods and materials, the competition 
of home manufacturers and of other 
ccuntries, demands that Canadians in- 
troduce themselves not by letter and 
correspondence alone but %y personal 
contact with purchasers of the United 
Kingdom.

Montreal Manufacturer Visiting 
City Gives His Views on the 
Present Prices 


Conditions as they exist through- 

out the world today preclude the pos- 
ibility of a reduction in the cost of 
boota and shoes for at least three 
years, according to M. B. Steine. boot 
and shoe manufacturer and contrac- 
tor, Montreal, who is a business vigl- 
tor to this city, and who recently re- 
turned from the big boot and shoe 
manufactur:ng centres of Boston, 
Brockton, Lynn and other United 
States centres. 
United States manufacturers, des 
clares Mr. Steine, are having to re- 
fuse new orders, They cannot pos 
sibly handle new accounts as @ Come 
sequence of the shortage of leather 
and hides of ali kinds. Greece had 
to be refused an order for three mil- 
lions pairs of boots, and Ganadian 
manufacturers had similarly to refuge 
this order owing to their inability to 
handle. France also juad to be de- 
clined their requests for large ordera 
by both Canadians and Americans, 
and while the demands made by Greut 
Br.tain from Canadian and Americin 
markets could not be wholly turned 
down, but small lots have been de- 
livered to British merchants, 

Roumania and other countries of 
the east are also singularly short of 
leather, and while twenty-five mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of textile goois 
was recently exported, boot and shoe 
manufacturers wert debarred the 
possib.lities of tremendous export 


trade ‘ 
Reason of the Shortage 
What is the reason for it all? Sixty- 
five per cent. of the caif leather came 
from Russia before the war. Russia 
raised stock particularly for hide ex- 
port trade. During the years of war 
leather men of this country and n 
Great Britain were of the opinion that 
the blockade and other war measurns 
had caused Russia to lay aside mil- 
liona of bales of leather for post-war 
trade. But the leather men, imme- 
diately following the arm.stice, did 
not find these anticipated supplies, 
What they did find was that che 
Russiana had killed Aheir stock to 
meet the necessit-es of thelr larje 
armies, and that, instead of preserving 
the hides, the movement of troops, 
general war conditions and a Russian 
laxity had resuited in these skins be- 
ing absolutely wasted. And what is 
more, according to Mr. Steine, breed- 
ing stock was also killed for human 
congumption, Cattle sources were 
everywhere depleted, -and for this 
reason Mr. Bteine forms his opinion 
that the leather rkets will remain 
high for several y 
Leather Goes “Sky High” 
Directly dealers found the supposed 
Russian supply non-existent, green 
calf leathers immediately Went “sky 
high,”” the record price of 85 cents 
per pound be:ng attained in a very 
short time, as against the pre-war 
price of eight and nine cents per 
pound, 
War conditions have likewise creat- 
ed a great shortage of the Dongola 


skins and the hides of moyntain goats, 
all used for the manufacture of fine 


shoes. Turkey, Bulgaria and Serbia 
are today practically without breeding 
stock for the provision of these skins, 
war working a similar effect on these 
countries as it did on Russia, “It 
will take years before they return to 
pre-war conditions,” remarked Mr, 
Steine. 
He is also of the oninion that the 
changed conditions in this country 
w.ll not permit the return of prices 
to the pre-war level, The production 
of skins and hides in the United 
States ig far bolow in its quantity as 
compared with a few years ago, this 
mainly on account of the increased 
population of the country which, to a 
great extent, eliminated the stock- 
raiser and gave preference to the 
homesteader and grain erower. Thia 
increased population has alse created 
a bigger demand for the necessit es 
of life-—for boots and «hoes, the pro- 
duction of which have been very 
greatly depleted.
